The second evaluation meeting on the Boston Series material was 
held at Colonel Mevormack's offic’, Special Branch, M.1.D. The 0.5.3. 
wes represented by ka. Fraderick Meyer, SI, Lieutenant Bastedo of 7en- 
eral Magruder's Office, wad T. W. Dunn of X~2. Toe Special Branch 
was represented by Colonel McCormack and Henry Rigby. 


Before the meeting the Special Branch representatives stated that 
they wald discuss only Boston Series numbers 8, 9, 14, 22, 28, 30, 31, 25, 
58, 62 and 88. This selection was made bacause these messages were tho 
eusiest for the Special Branch to evaluate. At the meeting, with the 
exception of messages 22, 28, and 58, it was stated that all the above 
enumerated messages were authentic. It was stated that messages 22, 28 
ang 58 could be authentic, but the Special Branch was not im a position 
to confirm this. The Special Branch representatives avincei the most 
interest in messae number 30, which they stated could be kaown by only 
a smal) number of people. 


Following this detalied dissemination we went over the first 75 
messages in a general wae Colone] McCormack indicated which messages 
the Special Branch could evaluate and those which it could not. He 
made brief statements concerning those which could ye evaluated. Notes 
are available concerning the Special Breunch's opinion of individual 
messages on our X-2 copies. Of the first seventy-five mes: 4ge5, nun- 
bers 21, 27, 59, 40, 46% 52, 54, 55 and 72 are still being worked on 
in the Special Branche 


At the next meeting we will discuss tiese and the remainder of 
the uessages recuived ta date.

" . 1. Presented below is the latest MIS evaluation of the 
bed . 


2. <A large part of the Boston Series mateuriul is in the 
“documentary” class, Of the five hundred odd items in that category 

received to date, more than 25% are shown by other informution to be 

authentic or probably authentic, and most of t e remainder may well be ᾿ 

authentic. In no case has such en item been conclusively proved to be 

Ssurious. Accordingly, it is considered reesonable to sssume that all 

"docurentary” items in the Series are authentic, except for tiems con- 

taining important information of a kind which the Germans would be par- 
ticularly anxious to convey to the Allies. 


3. Some of the tiems in the Boston Series are not “documean- 
tary™, but ratrer consist of information and opinions provided by the 
person who supplies the material. It has not been possible to evaluate 
many of the items in that category. In general, however, it is consider- 

| ed that the source is reasonably reliabke where tie subject discussed 

is ono on which he can get first-hand information by his own observa- 
tion, and thet on other subjects the source is of uncartain reliability. 


4 As to the usefulness of the Boston Serles, certein of 
the items have been of considerable values either because they provided 
information not previously available or because they supplemented in- 
formation already at hand. When items of that sort hava been received, 
they have been dieseminated--usually in conjunction with other available 
information ou the subject~-to ths White House, to the tighest author 
ities in tre Nar, Navy and State Departmonts, add to certain of the 
theaters of operations, Among the items so disseninated are numbers 
2li—-Z19, inclusive, numbers 373, 386, 388, 402, 419, 487, 433 and 464 
and Special Report 28. A fairly large proportion of tho Boston Series 
material has been of little or no value for immediate intelligence pur- 
poses, in some cases beceuso the information it containsd was of no 
importanea or beacause better information was availaovle from other 
s0ureces, and in other cases because it arrived too late to be of cur 
rent interest. 
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
